members of Congress that anarchy must be 
stamped out at once and for all time. 


Strongest of Laws Wanted. 

What steps will be taken against the 
preachers of anarchy yet are in doubt, but it 
is certain that naught less than death for 
an attack on any government official and 
deportation for any who attempt to spread. 
the doctrines will satisfy the majority in 
each house. 

Most of the gray-haired Senators indulged 
in extremely intemperate expressions when 
discussing the utterances of the Chicago man. 
Many of them did not hesitate to say that 
Isaak should be electrocuted, and that the 
same punishment whould be given ail who 
attempt to assagsinate the President, Vice 
Presidemt, or members of the Cabinet, and 


‘apghy Should be de nek. 

If they ong in this 
country they should be sent to an island 
from Which there would be no escape. 


Senator Hoar’s Plan in Favor.. 

Without exception the Senators favor the 
plan suggested by Senator Hoar, and if the 
opmmions expressed today mean anything 
this Congress will not adjourn until legisla- 
tion has been placed upon the statute books 
which will make the United States an un- 
healthy place for Anarchists. 

“ If Czolgosz was a better man than Isaak, 
the latter cannot be electrocuted too quick- 
ly,” said Senator Foraker in discussing the 
debate between the Socialists and.Anarch- 

ts of Chicago. “‘I have expressed myself 
on the question of the treatment of Anarch- 
Te so often that every one knows where 

stand. They should be stamped out with- 
en delay or ceremony.”’ 


Cullom for Severest 
“I¢ the expressions attributed to Isaak are 
true,” said Senator Cullom, “ there is cer- 
tainly no excuse for his existence. There 
should be a law-which should permit the 


was given Czolgosz. Such expressions com- 
ing from any one in this country should be 
condemned without stint or qualification. 
‘The’ time will come when the law will 
handle and punish such expressions in a fit- 
ting manner. Anarchists ought not to exist 
on earth, but inasmuch as we cannot exter- 
minate them I would be glad to see them 
sent to an island. It occurs to me that the 
plan suggested by Senator Hoar and others 
outside of Congress of sending such persons 
to an island might be the best thing that 
could be done.”’ 
-f-Go not feel called upon,” said Senator 
ear, “to express my views every time a 
crazy Anarchist appears to advocate publicly 
the doctrines they represent. My position on 
this question is well known to the country 
and I am happy to see that the plan I have 
proposed of banishing Anarchists to an island 
in the sea seems to be meeting with general 
favor. This method would in my judgment 
prove an efficacious remedy for anarchy.” 


 @Qannon Wants a Strong Law. 
“In my judgment,” said Representative 
Cannon, ‘‘ Congress has full power to enact 
legislation with apt penalty punishing any 
one who assaults the President of the United 
States, the Vice President, or the members 
of the Cabinet, because of their official posi- 


or counsels such assault by word, writing, 
publication, or otherwise should be punished. 
I believe such legislation should be had, and 
I will support it. 

“There is no danger of legislation of this 
kind being oppressive to the citizen, for nu 


| one could be punished without due present- 
1 ment, trial by jury, and conviction as in 


other criminal cases. So far as those are 
coneerned who teach anarchy, which I un- 
derstand to be the destruction of all govern- 
Ment, they cannot complain if the same 
government they would destroy should tnflict 
the same punishment that is visited upon 
‘other criminals.’ 


Would Withdraw Citizenship. 

The severest measures that can be em- 
ployed in a lawful manner should be adopted 
in legislating to stamp out anarchism,’ said 
Representative Payne, one of Speaker Hen- 
derson’s lieutenants. “‘ We should take away 
the right of citizenehip and deport all who 
advocate the overthrowing of governments 
and the ascassination of rulers. I favor the 
Severest punishment that can be lawfully 
imposed upon any one who attempts the life 
of the President, the Vice President, or the 
members of the Cabinet. Those who advo- 
Gate anarchy either orally, in writing, or by 
Publication should be deported. | 

“Tt am not wedded to any particular meth- 
64 by which these people should punished, 
but In a general way should like to see such 
punishment visited upon them as would have 
@ deterrent effect upon those who advocate 
this doctrine.”

Secretary Hay has not been a well man for 
some time, and last spring it was feared he 
might not be able to return to his desk. The 
sad tragedy at New Haven which cost him 
the life of his beloved son cast a great gloom 
upon the household. 

When President McKinley died Mr. Hay 
was extremely loyal to President Roosevelt, 
but said frankly then that he would have to 
retire after a comparatively short time, The 
Cabinet gossips have all of a sudden renewed 
the story, and there has been more or less 
of a flurry over it in the hotel corridors. Sim- 
ilar rumors have been afloat so often that not 
much attention is paid to them, but in the 
present case the time seems to be about that 
fixed by the Secretary of State himself for 
his probable on from the Cabinet:

That Secretary Hay will go before a great 
while is almost certain, and the feeling Is 
now that the breakup in the Cabinet will 
take place before the end of the year.

EXPERTS IN THE BONINE TRIAL. 


Counsel for Defendant Explains Why 
She Will Not Testify in Her 


Washingt D. C., Dec. 6—More experts 
were put jan en stand today at the trial of 
Mrs. Lola Ida Bonine for the murder of 
James Seymour Ayres Jr., to prove the ex- 
istence of blood on Mrs. Bonine’s garments, 
and also to contradict the testimony of the 
Deputy Coroner regarding the effect of gun- 
shot wounds as determining the nearness of 
an object to the weapon at the time of its 
discharge. This is regarded as one of the 
important points of the case. 

Dr. W. P. Carr was asked to give an opin- 
fon as to the relative positions of Mrs. Bonine 
and Ayres when the shots were fired. 

District Attorney Gould claimed that the 
only person abte to give such information 
was Mrs. Bonine herself. Counsel for the 
defense answered that the’detectives had 
elicited from the defendant at police head- 
quarters a detailed statement of every fact 
and that placing her on the stand would ad- 
duce nothing new. Upon this statement, he 
said, courisel based their defense. 

The witness answered that from the nature 
of the wounds on Ayres’ body the pistol could 
not have-been held at a distance greater 
than twenty-four to eighteen inches’ from 
the body.

Military Governor Reports That Rebel- 
lion Is Confined to Small Areas and 
Makes Recommendations, 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 6—The War de- 
partment today made public the first annual 
report of Major General Adna R. Chaffee, 
Military Governor of the Philippine Islands. 

General Chaffee sums up the situation in 
the Philippines from a military point of view 
by stating that the Provinces of Batanga and 
Lagune in Luzon, and the Islands of Samar, 
Mindoro, Cebu, and Bohol constitute the area 
now disturbed by any embodied force of in- 
surgents. 

Commenting upon the plan of gradually 
replacing military with civil administration, 
General Chaffee says: 

* The withdrawal of interference with civil 
| affairs does not contemplate withdrawal of 
the troops from their stations to any con- 
siderable extent; on the contrary, this should 
not be done hastily, and when undertaken 
should be gradual and more.in the nature of 
concentration than reduction of force or 
abandonment of any considerable area of ter- 
ritory. ” 

He, therefore, recommends that there be 
no further material reduction of troops be- 
fore January, 1903. 

A table is submitted showing that since 
June 10 last up to Sept. 15, 361 Filipino of- 
ficers and 8,688 men surrendered to the Amer- 
ican military, and twenty-six officers and 404 
men were captured.

AMERICAN TRUSTS| 


Start for United States 
December 14. 


RECIPROCITY. 


Industrial Society Discusses Pro- 
posed College to be 


PARIS, Dee. 6--The French government 
has decided to make a special investigation 
of American trusts. Lazare Weiller, Coun- 
ellor of Foreign Commerce, and Maurice la 
Gotellerie, an engineer, have been intrusted 
with the mission. They will proceed to the 
United States to investigate the economic, 
fiscal, and social consequences which the 
trust system may have to Europe, and espe- 
cially to France. They will sail on Dec. 14 on 
the steamer La Savoie. 

Franco-American commercial relations and 
the propesed French industrial college in 
America were warmly discussed at a meeting 
today of the French Industrial and Commer- 
cial society, which is composed of prominent 
manufacturers and business-men. 

Senator Jules Stegfred, the former Minister 
of Commerce, whe recently visited the United 
States, greatly impressed his hearers with 
his arguments in favor of reciprocity between 
the two countries. He quoted President 
Roosevelt's alluston to that subject in his 
message to Congress, and said that in case 
of the miners executing their threat to de- 
clare a general strike French industria! in- 
terests could reckon on big supplies of Ameri- 
can coal, 

Americans Offer to Help. 

Francis Kimble, President of the American 
Chamber of Commerce, who was the guest 
of honor, said the chamber was equally de- 
sirous of Franco-American reciprocity, and

LONDON VIEWS OF ROOSEVELT. 


Weekly Reviews Praise and Condemn 
President’s Message, According to 
Their Own Policies. 


LONDON, Dec. 6.—An article on President 
Roosevelt will occupy considerable space in 
tomorrow's issue of the Spectator. His mes- 
sage is highly commended. 

“Here, at any rate,”’ the Spectator will say, 
“is a man who knows what he means and 
who means that the world shall know it 

Briefly, the Spectator will approve of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's attitude both in regard to 
the trusts and to foreign policy, but the paper 
will admit that European powers will never 
accept Monroeism in theory, and only in 
practice-as long as the American navy is 
strong enough to support it. 

The Spectator is especially glad that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt is inclined to face the possi- 
bility of the need to amend the constitution, 
which American statesmen always regard as 


too sacred to be touched. The Spectator will J. 


also contain a highly eulogistic article on 
President Roosevelt's essay, “The Citizen 
and the Public Man,” and will say that in 
this essay one sees a man with the inflexible 
moral vigor of Cromwell. 

“We are convinced that President Roose- 
evit is going to play a great part and a good 
part if he continues his work in the spirit 
which inspires this remarkable sermon. He 
will prove the most sweetening influence in 
the whole lump of American civil life that 
has been known for many years.” 

The comment of the weeklies on Pres sident 
Roosevelt's message to Congress is nat gen- 
erally so friendly as that of the daflies. The 
Speaker devotes the entire space to acrid 
comment on the trust references. The paper 
declares the President's treatment of a grave 
economic situation is trivial in form and un- 
satisfactory in substance. 

The Saturady Review, on the other hand, 
remarks: ‘‘All industrial undertakings in 
the United States are more scientifically or- 
ganized than in any other country, as we 
have learned toour cost. The trust is the last 
word of this system of scientific organization, 
and the President is right when he declines to 
hamper the captains of industry.”

BERLIN, Dec. 6.—The United States again 
furnished the principal text in the tariff de- 
bate in the Reighstag today, The principal 
speech Was made by Herr Speck of the 
Centrist party, who pledged that party's sup- 
port te the bill, Among other things he said: 

“We are asked what shall Germany do 
without American wool. I ask, What will 
the United States do with its wool without 
a German market? We have no more inter- 
est In American friendship than America has 
in ours: I am far removed from declaring a 
tariff? war with the United States, but we 
must preserve our self-respect, 

** We do not need foreign conntries. Who 
shall etand the damages if no commercial 
treaties are made with the United States? 
Clearly the United Btates.”’ 


Foreign Countries Not Needed. 

Herr Speck defended higher duties, saying 
France has raited her grain duties from 
five francs to seven francs, This had caused 
a decrease of imports, but had not raised 
the price of grain. Similarly, the beer tax 
in Germany had not raised the price of a glass 
of beer. In short, duties did not affect the 
consumer. He denied that Germany was an 
industrial country. If she were an industrial 
country the men out of work could be count- 
ed by hundreds of thousands today, instead 
of by thousands. 

Heyl Ze Herrnshel (National Liberal) also 
devoted a paragraph to the United States. 
He said:

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COAL FORCOUNTY POORHOUSE 


_ PASSES THE REQUIRED TEST. 


Producing Power than ‘Contract 
Btipulated—Same Result at Asylum. 


Coal @elivered by O'Gara, King & Co. to 
the county poorhouse at Dunning was offi- 
clally stamped “0. K.” yesterday by the 
county authorities. It had successfully 
passed the first evaporation test imposed and 
showed a higher average steaming power 
than was called for in the contract. 

The formal report on this test was made 
last night by the firm of chemists which 
conducted the trial. It showed that at a 
temperature of 212 degrees each pound of 
coml tested evaporated 12.05 pounds of water. 
The. contract demanded 10.75 pounds of 
water to each pound of coal at this tempera- 
ture. The actual evaporation under normal 
pressufe and temperature was 10.67 pounds 
of water. At 212 degrees temperature it was 
estimated the cost to produce 1,000 paunds 
of steam with this coal would be 12.40 cents. 
In the contract this rate of cost was figured 
at 13.91 cents. Under normal and increasing 
temperature the cost was calculated at 14.01 
cents a thousand pounds. The tota] amount 
of coal used during the test was 10,047 pounds, 
while 106,341 pounds of water were required. 

Test of the coal delivered by Baker Bros. 
at the Insane Asylum was completed, and 

calculations show that the evaporat- 
ing power will run over ten, though the con- 
tract requires that each pound of coal shall 
evaporate mine pounds of water, Further 
tests. of each coal will be made during the 


week.

Paul, Minn., Dec. 6,—[Special.]—The

Governor Van Sant was invited to join the 


commission in ite trip, but he and Attorney 


General Douglas heve declined. They do not 
Be diverte@ from their original 
plans of bringing the case in the State courts. 

Thie move has the appearance of politics, 
and ie Mkely to complicate matters. If the 
Interstate Commerce commission or the fed- 


eral courts should get thie case before it te 


taken up in the Minnesota courts it is said 
that it would prevent a trial of the case here, 
and this {s what is said to be the desire of the 
Northern Securities company. 

Attorney General Dougias said today that 


he has the papers in the action nearly com- 


pleted and they will be served in a few days.

Killing Mrs. Gordon of Chi- 
and Two Others. 


‘SHOWS SUFFERING IN COURT 


Barnstable, Mass., Dec. 6.—[Special.]—The 


Barnstable County special grand jury late 
this afternoon returned an indictment in 
three counts against Miss Jane Toppan of 
Lowell, the nurse, charging the.murder by 
poison of Mrs. Mary D. Gibbs and Aldex 
I. Davis of Cataumet and Mrs. Genevieve A. 
Gordon of Chicago. 

The two women named werc daughters of 
Mr. Davis. These three and Mrs. Davis, 


the wife and mother,.all died within one 


Taonth last summer. Miss Toppan attended 
them,. Mrs. Gordon having come on to at- 


tend the funeral of her mother, who was 


the first to die. 
The indictment alleges that Miss 


administered poisonous drugs, ten grains 


of morphine or atropine, or morphine and 


atropine together, or some other poison 


unknown to the jury. 
Miss Toppan stood tn the Superior Court- 


room, alone and without a relative or 
friend present, except her volunteer counsel, 
while the indictment was being read. In 
the failing twilight the clerk stumbled and 
halted along for ten minutes, then the Judge 


interrupted the reading to call for a light, 
and with a kerosene lamp to aid him, the 
clerk got along faster and better for a few 


j minutes, until James & Murphy, Miss Top- 
pan’s counsel, spared her further ago by 


waiving the reading of the rest of the docu- 
ment. 
Miss Toppan suffered intengely while the 


indictment was being read. She clutched 
the rail with both hands and her face was 


drawn and pale. Three times she was asked 


to plead to the charge of murder and three 


ae she responded in.a low tone: ** Not 
gu ty.” 
At the conclusion of the pleading Mr. Mur- 
phy rose and asked that Judge Mason ap- 
int counsel for the accused woman. She 
penniless and no friend has come forward 
with any offer of financial assistance. 
When this formality was ended, Miss Top- 
pan was returned to her cell in’'the Barn- 


stable County Jail, where she will remain 


until next spring, when the trial will be 
ed

While serving as Circuit Judge, in 1861, Mr. | 


Fuller was appointed Adjutant General of 
the State by Governor Yates. He filled the 
office with efficiency and distinction in the 
trying times of the civil war, often acting as 
Governor while Mr, Yates was at the front. 

The Secretary of War, Stanton, made spe- 
cial mention of General. Fuller’s efficient 
work, saying that Illinois had the best rec- 
ords of any State in the union. aj 

After General Fuller had completed his 
term as Speaker of the House that body 
passed resolutions in warm praise of his 
good service. Among the bills introduced by 
him in the Legislature which became laws 
are the following: The law establishing the 
Railroad commission, establishing the State 
Board of Charities, the law on the s bject of 
eminent domain, and the old revenue law. 

During the later years of his life General 
Fuller spent his time looking after his es- 
tates, spending the summers at his cottage 
in Bayfield, Wis., and the most part of the 
winters in the south of California. He had 
amassed a large fortune, being a stockholder 
in several Chicago banks, director in na- 
tional banks in Ashland, Wis.; Elgin, I11.; 
and President of the Second National Bank 
in this city. He was liberal to public 
charities. me years ago he founded the 
Public Li in this city, dedicating it to 
the memory of a dead daughter. 

His widow and one daughter—Mrs. T. F. 
Khinehart of this city—are the only surviving 
of the immediate family. He leaves three 
brothers and three sisters.

ONDON, Nov. 27.—Mr. Wells’ * An- 
ticipations "* shows much of the in- 
genuity which charms us in his 
Stories. He pictures the future much 
as Kt was described in his book 
“When the Sleeper Wakes.” At least. he 
prophesies that many of the things which he 
mentioned in that book will become matters 
of facts. But when Mr. Wells turns his at- 
tention to political matters he is less success- 
ful than he is when he invents new methods 
of travel and new ways of living. He seems 
to think that the people of the future will be, 
for the most part, better off than they now | 
are and far more contented. For him the 
specters of socialism and anarchy have no 
terrors. The vast Improvements in living 
which he foresees are to make people satis- 
fied with their lot. At least this is the way 
in which I interpret his prophecies. But 
what reason has he to believe that because 
the people of the two-thousandth and some- 
thing century will travel in airships and will 
be fed and warmed after new methods, they _ 
will change their natures? The world will 
not be saved through trusts. Men will re- 


main what they are, in spite of all material 
improvements, and in the distant future 
those who have nothing will feel the same 
hostility toward those who are well off that 
they have felt since men ceased to live in 
Caves. 

This is the weak point of Mr. Wells’ other- 
wise admirabie book. As to his theories of 
the dominant language of the future, I fancy 
that few men will agree with him. He does 
not explain satisfactorily why, in his opinion, 
a language which, like the French, is now 
steadily losing ground, should become the 
great language of thé future, and why the 
English language, which is daily making 
conquests ail over the world, should loge its 
position. But this is a minor matter com- 
pared with Mr. Wells’ curious theories as to 
the political condition of the future. Had 
he confined himself to prophesying of. 
machinery and other material things he 
would, I think, have been wiser than he has 
been. Certainly his book would have been 
more generally accepted as a faithful 


prophecy.

Of course, 
it is more difficult to translate a story from 
a foreign language than it is to write an 
original story, for the reason that in the Iat- 
case a man has only to clothe his own 
thoughts in good English, while in the former 
he has to discover the thotghts of another, 
and then clethe them fn language appropri- 

Sto them. Moet transtations of novels 
m to be miade by people whose only idea 
of transtating is to give the literal Sense of 
author’s words. Thereby they utterly 


which one. Thetranslation was on the whole 
the worst thing of the kind I have ever been, 
The translator's knowledge of Italian was 
evidently Mmited, and his or her knowledge 
of Italians was nil. The result was a bald 
rendering of the author’s sentences in a way 
that wae awkward and that failed In many 
instances td convey the true meaning. 
Moreover, the translator could not write de- 
cent English, and had apparently mixed the 
ItaMan. and the English grammars inextrica- 
bly together. And this was only a little worse 
than many of the transiatione which I have 
had to read. To suppose that any one can 
gain a competent knowledge of Serac’s work 
by reading a translation of the sort [ have 
just described is preposterous.

Signora Serao’s defense against the ac 
cusation of selling appointments to offics 
will disappoint her friends. She admits that 
she received money from a certain individual 
and that she afterward procured his ap- 
pointment to an office. But she says that the 
money was only a loan, which was repaid, 
and that she procured the man’s appointment 
because he was competent and deserving, 
In the language of the late Colonel Inger- 
soll, “ this won't do.”

Of couse, it will not do to assume before 
the case is judicially decided that Signora 


Serao is guilty, but if she has not ter de-. 
fense than the one which she has de 
she can hardly expect a verdict in her favor. 


There is to be a new edition of “ The Clois- 
ter and the Hearth,”’ which is to have over a 
hundred fine illustrations, and to be generally 
a sumptuous volume. This looks as if we 
might before long look for a revival of inter- 
est in Charlies Reade’s They have 
been strangely neglected of late years, but 
perhaps this neglect has been due in part 
to Reade’s own self. He took pains to in- 
form the public that he got up his books 
by reading newspapers and making clippings, 
which he preserved in multitudinous scrap 


books. This gave le the idea that his 
books were cor ge and they did not 


feel inclined to look into them. In point of 
fact, Reade was a story teller of true genius, 
and he worked as other.men of genius work, 
except in the matter of verifying with the 
utmost care any facts that he embodied in 
his stories. The wealth of imagination that 
makes “ The Cloister and the Hearth "” one 
of the best stories ever written is not in the 
least dimmed by the fact that every one of 
its historical details is strictly true. Reade 
did himself great injustice im his descrip- 
tion of the way in which he worked, but 
then he was always Going himself injustice 
in one way or another. Himself one of the 
most lovable of men, he Was constantly quar- 
reling with somebody, and gained the repu- 
tation of being a most cantankerous indi- 
vidual. But his novels were so admirable 
in many ways that it is a great pity that 
they ever fell into neglect. There will cer- 
tainly come a time when Reade will be prop- 
erly appreciated, and I trust that it is not 
far off.

It was the importance of these papers, 
and the Sultan’s knowledge that they were 
in the possession of the English embassy, 
which led Sir Philip to encourage “ Little 
Baid*’ to return to his home without fear, 
and to rely upon the promises of immunity 
from all harm on the part of the Sultan, 
both the Padishah and the Porte being given 
to understand that the British government 
would put these documents, which are of a 
terribly compromising nature to the Sultan, 
to the best possible use in the event of any- 
thing untoward happening to “ Little Said.” 

These documents are now at the Foreign 
Office, in London, and are still available for 
use. Both the Sultan and “ Little Said” 
@re aware of this, and this. knowledge is 
sufficient to tmsure the devotion of “ Little 
Said” to his English friends, to whom he 
owes his safety. It likewise indicates that 
the Sultan is turning his face towards Eng- 
land, and is about to embark upon a more 
pro-English policy than that which he has 
pursued until recently.

NEW YORK, Dec. 6.—[Special.]—After a 
period of irregularity at the opentng the 
stock market became heavy and finally de- 
veloped pronounced weakness. 

A number of reasons were advanced in 
explanation of the course of prices. First 
was the prospect of an unfavorable bank 
Statement tomorrow. According to the 
most trustworthy authorities the banks 
have lost $3,350,000, all of it to the Sub- 
treasury. The payments to that institution 
have been reduced to the figures stated by 
receipts of about $1,700,000 from the in- 
terior. Included in the Subtreasury re- 
ceipts are $2,400,000 deposited by national 
banks desiring to retire their circulation be- 
cause they have been tempted to sell the 
bonds securing it to the government at the 
comparatively high prevailing prices. 

It is obvious that, if the purchase of bonds 
by the government results in the retirement 
of national bank circulatidu, the supply of

The discounting of an unfavorable bank 
statement was not, however, an adequate 
explanation of the reaction im the stock 
market. The chances are, and there was 
strong circumstantial evidence in support 
of this view, that operators who have re- 
cently been active in advancing the prices 
of certain stocks have established a suf- 
ficiently broad market to enable them to dis- 
ngs. 

This appears to have been the case in 
Manhattan Railway, Pennsylvania, New 
York Central, Southern Pacific, Atchison 
common, and St. Paul. All of these sus- 
tained noteworthy net losses today. Man- 
hattan Railway, which was dealt in to the 
extent of nearly 130,000 shares, sustained 
a net loss of nearly 7 points. The extreme 
decline in it was more than 9 points below 
the highest price recorded this afternoon, 

In the final dealings pressure to sell Amal- 
gamated Copper was renewed, that carried 
the price below 70 and left it 3% points 
lower than yesterday at the figure named. 
The speculative community has begun to 
discuss the possibility of a further reduc- 
tion in the dividend. No information is ob- 
tainable regarding the matter, as the affairs 
of the company are guarded with the great- 
est y by the managers of the most 
colossal blind pool that was ever operated 
in Wall street.

THE HOME IN PROSPECT. 
That Was & successful littie dinner party 
which Mr. Allerton gave night before last 
et the Union League club. Few “ social 
/fGnctions ” in this city have ever had move 
Mportant results, The excellence of the 
menu aod the brilliance of the conversation, 
though perhaps quite up to the usual stand- 
ard of such affairs, were overshadowed by 
the generosity of the contributions which 
Were made toward the erection of the 
Boye’ Home. Wealth once more followed 
Shakspeare'’s advice and “ shook its super- 
flax * to the poor. Apparently the proposed 
home is now as touch of a certainty as any 
enterprise can be which is still wholly in 
the foture. The necessary funds are sub- 
peribed and steps have been taken to secure 
definite plans of action. 

There is need now for careful and thor- 
ough consideration of the practical difficul- 
ties of the case. The experiment is to be 
conducted on a vast scale. Initial mistakes 
may mean the waste of thousands of 
lars. No such mistakes must be made. Nor 
is there any real reason why making them 
should be necesgary. Though undeniably 
an experimefit the new enterprise is by 
no Meine a leap in the dark. There are 
many boys’ homes in and about Chicago. 
These homes can be studied and their fait 
ures and successes noted. The sett!ements, 
also, have had experiences that are of value. 
The boys’ clubs in various parts of town 
have likewise learned a great deal about 
the habits and trials and reformation of 

\ the boys of the street. Above all,.the juve- 
nile court ie now well acquainted with ail 
aspects of the question. These sources of 
information should be made to yield all that 
is in their possession before actual work is 
begun. The past and the present of work 
among boys ought to secure the future 
Against serious error. 

The matter of personal management will 
péthaps be the most serious that the Boys’ 
Home will confront. The dearth of trained 
workers for such institutions etill exists. 
The need of training is as great here as 
anywhere, and the success of the home will 
depend largely upon the skill and experi- 
ence of the men who conduct it. Dishonest 
politics and perfectly upright incompetence 
will be evils that the home will have to fight 
against.

In the course of time the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty has become harmful so far as this 
country is concerned, It has ceased to be 
of any real value to Great Britain, which 

should have consented to its supersession 
years ago. At last that power has deemed 

it expedient to do so and to smooth the way 

for the construction of an isthmian canal 

which will be of value to its commerce, but 
which it will net have to pay for nor take 

care of, 


THE NEW GERMAN TARIFF. 
. Investigations by German officials show 
that the reports as to the industrial depres 
sion in Germany have not been exaggerated. 
The aggregate of unemployed men is 500,- 
000, being 4 per cent of the total number of 
artisans in the country. In the larger towns 
from 7 to 10 per cent of the working popu- 
lation is idle. .In. the metal trades 20,600 
men are at work now, while 73,100 

at work a year ago. 

Yet at this distressful time the Reichsta 
is asked by the government to pass a tariff 
act which will increase greatly the duties 
on, and hence the cost of, breadstuffs and 
meats. The present rate on wheat is $8.30 
aton. Itis proposed to make the rate $15.40 
aton. Flour, which pays now $17.40 a ton, 
is to pay $82.10. Proportionately the same 
rate of increase is proposed as regards pork, 
beef, butter, cheese, and other provisions. 
Bread and meat are dear enohgh in Ger- 
many now, and the conditions of life almost 
unendurable for a large percentage of the 
working classes. Pood will be dearer yet 
and existence a greater burden if the tariff 
is raised. An increase in German emigra- 
tion to the United States may be looked for. 

It is, however, the plan of the German 
government to mitigate these higher duties, 
if voted, by commercial treaties. It will use 
them for trading purposes, as some of the 
higher duties in the Dingiey law were meant 
to be used but have not been. Austria-Hun- 
gary, whose trade with Germany will be 
seriously affected by the new tariff, the 
United States, and some other countries 
will be notified that if they will make con- 
cessions the duties on. certain of their 
products will be lowered. The United States 
will be told that the duties on its meatée and 
cereals will be lowered if it will reciprocate 
as regards certain other articles. 

Then the reciprocity question will become 
one that cannot be put idly by. Indifference 
to it will mean that other countries will sup- 
ply Germany with the foreign foodstuffs it 
consumes. It will mean that the consump- 
tion of many American manufactures by 
Germany will be cut down greatly. Con- 
gress may put the reciprocity policy on one 
side now. It will have to face it later on, 


MANUFACTURES IN CHICAGO. 

_ The Director of the Census has issued a 
preliminary bulletin on manufacturing in- 
terests in the State of Illinois and the City 
of Chicago. The showing made is highly 
creditable both to the State and to the city, 
but can hardly be said to be in the nature 
of a surprise. Ohicago has known for some 
time that it was a great manufacturing city. 
The reports published in Tue Trisunz 
yearly trade reviews have shown the an- 
nual progrese of all kinds of business and 
have made it clear that manufactures were 
advancing by leaps and bounds. Tuy 
Taiwene figures are now confirmed and sup- 
plemented by those of Director Merriam. 

The State, as a whole, seems to have 
grown more rapidly than Chicago. Im the 
amount Of capital, for instance, the percen- 
tage of increase for the city is 46.4, for 
the State is 54.7; outside the city is 70; in 
the number of wage-ecarners the figures are 
37.8 and 48; in valve of products, 338.7 and 50. 
It is mot likely, however, that either side 
will be desperately jealous of the other. 
When prosperity is measured in such per- 
eentages as these, a difference of a few points 
is negligible. There will be no hard feeling 
about it. Besides, the preponderance of 
Chicago interests is still undeniable. Iu 
the number of establishments, for instance, 
and in miscellaneous expenses Ohicago is 
one-half of the whole State, while in ail 
the other features mentioned above it is 
more than two-thirds. ee: 

The actual figures for Obicago for the 
year 1900 are impressive. In that year the 
number of establishments in this city was 
19,208; the amount of capital invested was 
$534,000,689; the number of wage-earners 
was 262,609; the sum earned in wages was 
$131,064,638; and the Value of products was 
$888,651,905. And yet itis clear that Chica- 
go has only just begun to grow.

A MISUSE OF “FRANKS,” 
A year and a half ago Senator Mason 
made a speech in the Senate in which he 
discanted om the superiority of unsophisti- 
cated American champagne to that which, 
as Longfellow says, is “shipped o'er the 
reeling Atlantic to rack our brains with 
the fever pains that have driven the old 
world frantic.” The Senator's remarks were 
not so rhythmical as the poet's, but they 
were equally emphatic. Senator Mason's 
attention hes been called to the fact that 
certain wine dealers are sending out broad- 
cast under his frank copies of this speech. 
They are doing this to advertise their goods. 
They save postage by using a frank. 

The Senator says that he has been aware 
of this for some time. The wine dealers 
buy the envelopes and place his frank on 
them with a stamp which he gaye them. 
He says also that he will furnish the franks 
for any one who wants to send out any of 
hie speeches, whether it is to be used for 
an advertisement or for some other purpose. 
Any speech which has become a part of the 
Congressional Record is frankable. Nolaw 
has been violated. 

The junior Senator from Illinois never 
has been overparticular in his regard for 
the nice proprieties of official life. Most 
Senators would have refused to allow their 
franks to be used to swell the volume of 
free mail matter and the. postal deficit, in 
order that some dealers in wine or otber 
goods might advertise their wares at less 
expense to themselves. Respect for what 
is called “ Senatorial dignity" or what 
Senator Mason would consider absurd sensi- 
tiveness would have kept them ‘from 
doing so. 7 

‘The use of a Senatorial frank in the man- 
ner mentioned is an abuse of the franking 
privilege which should not be allowed. It 
is not so grotesque an abuse as that 
charged against a Chicago Representative 
years ago. He was said to have franked his 
dirty linen here because it could be washed 
more cheaply at home than at Washington.

by large numbers of workers who do not 
belong to unions, and the ticket was also 
strong in the wealthy residence district. 
Thus, as he believes, representing all classes, 
he proposes to administer the government 
‘for all. His promises are alluring. He will 
protect capital “in the legitimate: pursuit 
of investment,” but capital will not be ai- 
lowed to encroach on the rights of wage- 
workers to their detriment. If abuses arise 
they are to be settled by arbitration. The 
people’s money is to be used judiciously. “ A 
dollar's worth of service must be returned 
for every dollar of taxes.” The municipal 
government will be administered on strict 
business principles. If he finds that the 
people of the city are in favor of acquiring 
the public utilities he will further the acqui- 
sition by every means in his power. He 
will appoint the best men he can find upon 
the basis of experience, and will work for 
“ fair government for all” and.oppose “ leg- 
islation for the few.” 

This is a glittering array of promises, and 
if they are all fulfilled San Francisco short!> 
will have an ideal system of local govern- 
ment. The prospect, however, seems some- 
what dubious, Such promises have often 
been made before. It is not encouraging to 
note the policy which Mr. Schmitz says he 
would have carried out during the recent 
strike had he been Mayor. He says he 
would have tried to hold an even balance 
between the contending parties, that he 
would have compelled the police to be neutral! 
ahd would not have permitted them to act as 
guides for trucks. The result of that would 
have been that San Francisco would spee- 
ily have been at the mercy of a mob. 

Mayor Schmitz’s promises will have to be 
tested by his performances. If he accom-

ments concerning him. 

Through his attorneys, Wing & Chadbourne 
and Francis T. Murphy, Mr. Lorimer etates 
that before and at the time of the alleged 
grievances on the part of the defendants he 


Was a person of * good name, credit, and 


reputation in the County of Cook, and in the 
State of Lilinois, and in the. United States,”’ 
and did then and does still carry on in the 
City of Chicago the business of railroad con- 
struction and contracting, and the manu- 
facture of brick. He further avers that the 
‘-boodler applied 
‘0 any person has tended and still tends to 
expose such person to public hatred, ridicule, 
contempt, and financial injury. 

In-epite of this, he declares, the defendant 
~ contriving, and wrongfully and maliciously 
intending to injure and destroy the good 
name iand reputation of the plaintiff as an 
honest and upright citizen of the State of 
lilinois; and to injure him.in his businesses 
and to bring him into public hatred, con- 
tempt, ridicule, and financial injury, on the 
day of November, 1901, maliciously did 
compose, print, and publish a certain false, 
scandalous, malicious, and defamatory libel, 
which appeared upon the editorial page ot 
the Record-Herald, which contained among 
Other things the libelous matters following, 
of and concerning the plaintiff—that is to 
Say:

his political aspirations, but because he is a 
boodier.” 

Continuing, Mr. Lorimer declares that on 
account of: the alleged action on the part of 
the defendants his friends and neighbors sus- 
pect him to be a person guilty of boodling, as 
charged and imputed to him by the defend- 
ants, and have wholly refused to deal or have 
any transaction with the plaintiff ih his busf- 
ness or otherwise as they were accustomed to 
have before.

The sick man in literature presents its own 
type. Feeble, hump-backed Pope, Heine on 
his mattress grave, invalid Mrs. Browning, 
cured for a space by love and the world’s most 
famous runaway match. And now Steven- 
son, with his pills and hemorrhages, a pale 
gaunt ghost, stalking from one end of the 
globe to the other, from lower France and 
Italy to southern California, ylelding to 
homesick longings in a three’ years’ stay 
in Bournemouth, then fleeing for life to the 
cold wastes of the Adirondacks in winter, 
finally sailing beyond the civilized world’s 
ken to the islands of the South Seas, to which 
his illustrious stay among them gave some 
geographical importance at last. 

The unquenchable virility of the man, the 
inextinguishable stores of fun, affection, 


genius, religious trust, and gratitude, even, 


with which he enlivened this world of sick- 
ness and blood spitting, of “ bed and physic 
bottle!”

He learns that this ring has the power to 
tender him invisible, and this and the wealth 
derived from other jewels enable him to be- 
come one of the chief men of the kingdom. 

» The old King of the realm bestows much 
Ghonor upon him, and:in a fit of senile vanity 
takes him to the poo! where the Queen took 
her bath. Gyges, beholding her unadc-ned 
loveliness, is seized with a madness which 
Tesults finally in his murder of the King. 

Gyges and the Queen are wed, a son is born 
te them, and the monologue Mr. Hughes hag 
Written takes the form of the remorseful 
recital of Gyges’ life and sins by himself to 
Ardyse, his little son. Hateful as the story 
i, it gains a tragic dignity from the corrod- 
img remorse of the usurping King, which the 
poet has depicted with much power.

What may be termed a versified readjust- 

Ment of “ Beowulf” has been written by 

Samuel Harden Church. (Frederick A. 
BSiokes company.) Mr. Church says in the 

preface: “ While adhering to the purpose 
£0 write @ poem on the adventure of Beowulf, 
circumstances impelled me to abandon the 
imtention of a general agreement with the 
anoient version.. I. have therefore com 
an original narrative, in which the leading 
ehe@racters and some of the incidents of the 
early work have been freely used, but as 
Materiais only. I have transferred to my 
hero Beowulf the picturesque history of 
Sceaf: have changed the relationship of char- 
acters and incidents; have invented the i!- 
lumination of Beowulf’s soul and his ban- 

_ishment; and have introduced the lone mo- 
five between Beowulf and Freaware that 
runs through the poem to the end. Indeed, 
the structure, language, style, description, 
elaboration, interpretation, and development 
of the story are new. I have arbitrarily laid 
the scene in England, under purely idealized 
conditions; and. have initiated hearly all 
that the poem contains of womanhood, of 
love, of religion and state policy, and of do- 
mestic life and.manners.” 

In other words, Mr. Church has applied 
the modern standard of morals and manners 
to the old Saga, in much the same fashion 
that Tennyson did the same thing for the 
Arthurian legend. Not that Mr. Church em- 
ployea fancy so light,nor is master of an abil- 
ity so unusual, but’that he has endeavored 
to humanize the savage old tale, to interpo- 
late motives, and to employ gentile, civilized 
themes such as love and other tender senti- 
ments. 

‘The grim old tale sounds strange in his 
twentieth century tongue. Nor has it been 
so begutiful in its transcription as to com- 
pensate for the loss of its old savagery. An 
undesirable abruptness marsasthe present nar- 
rative, ahd at times events plunge by with 
velocity which is truly of the age of elec- 
tricity. 

» Mr. Church has, without doubt, placed the 
Saga in the reach of thousands who could 
not have mastered the more archaic tongue, 
but he han, it is to be feared, emasculkted it. 
The illustrations are interesting, and the 
swamp hog, the fire dragon, and Grendel are 
all fearful enough to suit the most exacting 
lover of bogies.

The sequel to. this poem, “‘ The Knight's 
Return,” lacks the fine charm and ideality 
of “A& Hermit of Carmel,’’ and the lady of 
the knight's dreams is far from being worthy 
of him, if personal charm be the standard 
of worthiness. Of the several poems which 
follow’ some are reflective, some mere college 
songs, some convivial. There is a feeling, 
which the reader cannot shake off, that Mr. 
Santayana has not yet come to his own. The 
promise of something extraordinarily rich 
appears to hide tn his modest but imagina- 
tive verses. The manner in which his per- 
sonality is lost sight of in his subject, the 
atmosphere of romance, and the apparent 
reality of’ that romance, which holds the 
delighted intention, mark him as a man who 
has tales to tell, and who knows how to tell 
them. 

May he fulfill the promise of these early 
days, and give his generation some poems 
which shall redeem the respectable medi- 
ocerity of this day of cautious propriety; this 
day, so timid where beauty is concerned; 
this most sorry day, when genius directs its 
power to other pursuits than the arts!

ing but are unmistakably the product of 
careful, thorough investigation and of seri- 
ous thought. The consideration of China 
and its music is summed up thus: ‘“ China 
has contributed nothing to the development 
of music, and we cannot draw one spark of 
light from her for our investigations. The 

ongolian race treated their feeble first 
musical impulse as they still do the feet of 
high-caste female children —.viz.; they 
wrapped it so tightly in pedantic cerements 
that it could not grow; and, being an im- 
pulse and not flesh and bones, it failed to 
endure the repression.”’ 

Of Egypt Mr. Boise writes: ‘‘ In the ab- 


-Sence of specific data we are forced to predi- 


Gate the condition of music in that stupen- 
dous though exclusive civilization upon the 
elements of the atmosphere from which it 
drew its impulse. As the more prominent of 
these elements were profound religious feel- 
ing, seientific learning, insatiable ambition, 
and a clearly pronounced lyric tendency, 
their melodies must have been coherent and 
expressive.” The author believes that ‘‘ mu- 
sic can flourish only in a’ widely diffused in- 
terest and knowledge. It must breathe a 
genial and suggestive atmosphere.”’ And his 
reasoning throughout the book tends to the 
supporting and confirming of this belief. 
.Music in Greece and also among the Bib- 
lical peoples is interestingly discussed, and 
then the second era comes under considera- 
tion. Starting with the conviction that 
** great composers are not eccentric growths, 
but are the natural fruits of the conditions 
into which they are born and in which they 
ereate,’’ M. Boisg traces the main stream of 
modern music from its téginning in the 
Netherlands schoo! to the present time. He 
finds that during: the last four centuries six 
“high priests’ have served in the holy of 
holies In music’s temple—that temple that 
has three parts, *‘ an outer temple, an-inner 
tempfe, and a holiest of holies. The first,” he 
continues, “is accessible to all sincere and 
responsive adherents of the musica] faith. 
Thesecond is for those who minister, priests 
dedicated to the service. To the innermost 
sanctuary, Which holds the presence of our 
musical goddess, Aaronlike high priests 
alone are admitted, but the song incense 
which they bring forth diffuses itself, filling 
the inner and the outer temples to their 
furthermost recesses.’ These high priests 
Mr. Boise considers to have been Palestrina, 
Bach, Beethoven, Schubert, Schumann; and 
Wagner. Who the seventh will be, he says, 
only time can decide, but he discusses 
Brahms and Tschaikowsky and inclines to the 
belief that the latter. will prove to be the 
chosen one. His estimates of these mighty 
ones as well as of those less potent in music’s 
temple, are admirable because of the fear- 
lessness as well as the justness that char- 
acterizes them. He recognizes the supreme 
greatness of these masters’ genius, but he 
is not blinded to their shortcomings as well, 
and only those works in which their genius 
shows forth pure and clear command his 
unqualified approval—their weaker writings 
e does not hesitate to name and point out 
places wherein they fal) short.

How broad are Mr. Boise's views of music 
the following quotation, taken from the first 
chapter in his book, will show: * The world 
requires that music shall suit its varying 
moods.

Frances Gerard, the authoress of “ The | 


Romance of King Ludwig II. of Bavaria,” 
has just had published by E. P. Dutton & 
Co. (Jarrold -& Sens of London) a book en- 
titled “‘ Wagner, Bayreuth, and the Festival 
Plays.” The progression from telling the 
story of the life of the splendor-loving, over- 
idealistic monarch to a study of the works of 
his genius-gifted protégé and friend is an 
easy and natural one, and, while Miss Ger- 
ard cannot be said to have produced anything 
espectaily illuminative or strikingly orig- 
inal concerning Wagner and his music- 
dramas, her book will nevertheless be ‘wel- 
comed by such admirers of the composer as 
wish to know something of him and his 
works, yet care not if that knowledge be not 
especially profound or overly exact. Miss 
Gerard has collected information from stend- 
ard works—chiefly from Wilhelmina of Bay- 
reuth’s Memoirs, Chamberlain's “Life of 
Wagner,” and Carlyle’s articles on the 
Nibelung saga—and adding to the knowl- 
edge thus acquired a few original ideas of the

“TWELFTH NIGHT ” BY FURNESS. 
Horace Howard Furness has sent the thir- 
teenth volume of his “ Variorum Shaks- 
peare ’’ from the press. Its four hundred odd 
pages are devoted entirely to “ Twelfth 
Night,”” although the scholarly,, graceful 
prefave of the work refers to the comedy as 
possessing a ‘ text of remarkable purity.” 
It might be possible to question the need of 
another Shakspearean commentary, but it 
is impossible not to admire the thoroughness 
with which*Mr. Furness has done the task 
he set before himself. The title of the work 
is accurate. Using as a medium of com- 
parison the text of the First Folio—for 
“ Twelfth Night ’ is one of the plays of which 
there is no Quarto Edition—he has appended 
every reading that any commentator of au- 
thority has advanced, besides comparing the 
different Folios. 
More interesting, per , to the general 
Shakspearean reader is. the section of the 
volume in which appears the different sources 
from which the poet might have gained the 
material for the play. 3 
Mr. Furness in his preface has some good 
natured satire for Shakspearean commen- 
tators, not sparing himself. He relates how 
“external” and ‘internal’ evidences of 
varying kinds were built by different com- 


mentators into solid seeming proofs that 


“Twelfth Night” had an “ exagt date” of 
composition in nearly every year from 1590 
to 1618, and how the discovery of the diary of 
a London lawyef irreverently disposed of all 
‘the wordy contentions by showing that the 
play was on the stage in February, 1601. 
How much eartier than that it was composed, 
however, is still an ynsolyed question. The 
diary—whose author was John ham 
—did not come into intelligent hands until 
1828. Recently it has been reprinted by the 


Camden society. The original rests in the 
British Museum. (J. B. Li} tt & Co.)

Interesting .in the extreme as showing the 
result of the advancement is his description 
of the founding‘of the glass works at Jena 
and the perfection of the Zeiss lens. Here 
was a case in which a. university professor, 
finding difficulty In getting good lenses, set 
about to discover.a perfect lens giass. As 
a result he now heads an industrial estab- 
lishment which supplies the best of such 
giass the world knows and in enormous 
quantities. Here was an enterprise estab- 
lished not by any apparent demand nor by 
economical conditions, but simply through 


the efforts of science toe improve the existing

On the whole Mr. Baker’s book, which con- 
tains other chapters on typical German life, 
is worthy of close attention from American 
manufacturers who seek foreign markets.

IN THD LAKD DISTRICT. 

Among the books of the year “ Highways 
and Byways in the Lake District ’’ will take 
an important. place, 4nd partly-because of 
the Nlustrations, which are.pen sketches by 
Joseph Pefinell, The author is Arthur:G. 
Bradley. Of course the English lake dis- 
trict is the one written of, and the author is 
a little tedious at times. There are rem- 
iniseences of Penrith, Keswick, and other 
homes of England's great writers, which 
ehould glorify the dullest pages, but. Mr. 
Bradley appéars to be an unimaginative ob- 
server of nature. 

Penrith is the starting point of this jour- 
ney into the lake country, with its legends 
of the Nevilles and ruins of the castle where 
Richard the Third lived so extravagantly be- 
fore he was crowned’ King; of Brougham 
Castle, where John Baliol, King of Scot- 
land, came to hunt, and. where the poet Gray 
* dined with Mrs. Bucken on trout and part- 
ridges.” 

Cumbria, with its statesman, and Patter- 
dale and its Kings,.may be hastened by for 
the. greater interest of Keswick, where the 
first legends are of the Celtic saints, then of 
Thomas Dacre, of the Norfolks and the 
Howards, and for its interest to us of *‘ Greta 
Hall,” where Southey lived for forty years, 
tolling for two families, his own and that of 
his erratic brother-in-law, Samuel Taylor 
Coleridge.. Wordeworth, at Rydal, was not 
too far away to visit Southey, but history 
has it they were not congenial friends. 

Mr, Pennell’s drawing of Furness Abbey is 
one of the best in the book, but those of Der- 
went, Buttermere, St. Bees at Egremont, 
Hawkshead and its famous school, and of 
the Windermere neighborhood, where Miss 
Martineau,’ -Wordsworth, the Coleridges, 
Mrs. Hemens, De Quincy, and Dr. Arnold 
all lived and worked. Rydal Church has a 
full-page drawing, and ere Church 
and Dove cottage are equally interesting. 

Mr. Bradley writes in a muddled way oc- 
casionally, as where he says of Wordsworth: 
“It was too late in the day when his poems 
became sufficiently appreciated to sensibly 
inerease his intome as to be scarcely worth 
mentioning.’’ Perhaps some English critics 
who aré always scoring our books because 
of their “American language” will kindly 
explain what Mr. Bradley, an English uni- 
versity gtaduate and professor, means by 
the above sample of uggrammatical and 
composition.

ALASKA AND THE YELLOWSTOND. 
‘ White Alaska and the Yellowstone do not 
suggest themselves as districts to be visited 
in.the same fiying tour, Charles M. Taylor 
Jr. joined them in such a trip. He enjoyed 
his Journey immensely, and coneluded to let 
the public share in his pleasure. “ Touring 
Alaska and the Yellowstone” Ww. 
Jacobse & Co.) is the result of his decision. It 
ig an ingenuous work, brimming with enthu- 
siasm and personal confidences, but not of 
much account 4s a work of travel. Mr. Tay- 
ler did not penetrate into the heart of Alaska, 
and except on one occasion did not leave the 
steamer for more than two or three hours. 
He seems to have made an excursion trip, 
going from Philadelphia to Montreal, thence 
west by the Canadian Pacific to Vancouver, 
from there to Alaska and back, making the 
Yellowstone halt on his homeward way. . 

‘The only new information to be gained 
from the book is relative, to the railroad run- 
ning from SKagway over the once dreaded 
White Pass to Lake Bennett on the way to 
Dawson City. The railroad, which Is forty- 
one willes in length; was opened in July, 
1800, after a year of time and $2,000,000 had 
been devoted to the undertaking. The line 
is now being pushed on toward Dawson City, 
a distance of over 400 miles, but without the 
engineering obstacles which were confronted 
in the White Pass. ' 

Mr. Taylor states that the signs of the 
suffering which attended the first great rush 
to the inland gold fields are plentiful along 
the line of the road, bones of hundreds of 

animals still. in view. 

The account of the Yellowstone wonders 
is minute, and the evident enjoyment of the 
writer sometimes communicates itself to the

- With» John Muir one would willingly go 
anywhere—no cafion too deep, no mountain 
too high;.it is as easy to traverse the breezy 
ales between the two coast lines as it is 
to compass the windy and less inspiring 
e between North and South Chicago, 
and,‘as he says, so much safer... With a 
wonderful ingathering eye Muir sees not 
only the vast plain, the’ cathedral-like 
sequoia trees, the geyser and the crystalliged 
\forests that Me ten layers deep in petrified 
‘sleep, but he sees also the tiny Linnea, the 
' fields of gentian, and the wild rose; he also 
} makes us taste of the acid berry with which 
**the Eskimos surprise their oily stomachs.”’ 
No squirrel too small to be noticed; his chat- 
ter has its place ‘in the vastness of. earth’s 
offerings; no ponderous geyser column 
is. too’ big to be made a friend of, no palpita- 
tion of rosy light at dawn or at sunset too 
evanescent to be’ taken in as a part of an 
everlasting whole.

“Flower Legends for Children’ (Long- 
mans, Green & Co.) isa dainty book.on whose 
cover & gay garden of babies is blooming. 
The legends, told by Hilda 8. Murray, are 
taken from many countries and include the 
stories of the tulip, the forget-me-not, the 
rowan, the fleur-de-lys, the aspen, the laurel, 
the mistletoe, the Christmas rose, and many 
others. They seem a trifie more concise than 
the average child would choose. It is not 
hard to enlarge upon them, however, with 
Miss Murray’s stories for a text, and J. g. 
Eland’s charming pictures for an inspiration. 
The colored plates are well reproduced, and

“The Garden of the Commuter’s Wife ” fs 
one of those books which pretend to bea pri- 
vate record of their. writer's thoughts, into 
which, therefore, we are pleased and flattered 
to be asked to look.

“And go in and out of town and be a com- 
muter, like the men of that hungry looking 
crowd I used to see hurrying down the sta- 
tion steps of a morning, with unblacked boots 
and crumby clothes,” said Evan, sighing.

| town is betng a commuter, yes,”’ said I boldly, 
“but there are several kinds of them; our 
home wilt be in the real country, not a taflor- 
made suburb; you shall have your breakfast 
in time, no bundles to carry, no crumbs on 
your chin, no egg on your mustache, and I 
will never talk about servants.’’

“The Making of a Country Home,” by J. 
P,. Mowbray, purports to be an accurate ac- 


count of an experiment tried by a young. 


New York man and his wife, who grow weary 
of a smal) apartment in the city. They go 
deliberately to work in a reasonable way, 
reducing their expenses mercilessly for two 
years in order to save up enough capital to 
make the new venture. Everything falls out 
exactly as they have planned, and a small 
farm is found, which they can afford to buy 
and improve. Mr. Mowbray gives what seem 
to be careful estimates of the cost of every~ 
thing they do, and we hope he is sure of his 
facts, for the experiment is so successful 
that John Dennison and his wife are sure 
to have imitators, and what wrath will de- 
scend upon his head if other people find that 
** figures can lie!’’ 
Of course, John Dennison “‘ just happenéd to 
find two remarkably good servants, man and 
wife, the man a trained gardener and his 
wife strong enough to help in the garden 
after the housework was done. The little 
town near by also furnished a good, honest, 
old-fashioned carpenter, who came by the 
day and helped John to rebuild the house. 
There are many amusing incidents to cheer 
the hard work, and remarkably few draw- 
backs, all things considered. The garden did 
wonders the first season, and we leave a con- 
tented family at the close of the book; a 
family owning their own comfortable house,

OLD-FASHIONED FLOWERS. 
“The Book of-Old-Fashioned Flowers ” is 


an engaging title, and our hopes are only a | 


little dashed by the subtitle, “And Other 
Plants Which Thrive tn the Open Air of Eng- 
land.”” There are many flowers which thrive 
as well in America as in England, and we 
shall find much of value to us in this compact 
little book, presenting itself to us as VoL 
IV. of the *‘ Handbooks of Practical Gdrden- 
ing,’ edited by Harry Robinson. “ By an 
old-fashioned garden the present writer 
means an informal ‘ garden of all sorts of 
pleasant flowers which our English ayre will 
permit to be noursed up,’ as Parkinson put 
it.”' “The greatest joy which a garden can 
yield is a feeling of restfulness and peace, a 
feeling which no garden of staring beds and 
ostentatious splendor can afford, but which 
is ylelded—as by nothing else in the world 
—by a garden of happy, homely, old-fash- 
foned flowers.”’ With this statement of the 
case the book opens, and the succeeding chap- 
ters bear out its promise. There are several 
descriptions of individual gardens, familiar 
to the author, within whose fragrant borders 
we long to be—*‘ A Garden by the Sea” is 
one of these. There is a great deal of in- 
formation in the book. ; 

The botanical name of the flowers recom- 
mended is always given,.and we are told of 
the suitable occupations for the different 
seasons; how to grow roses; how to prepare 
the soils; about seed-sowing and transplant- 
ing; of weeds; of insects and other pests; 
and at’ last a valuable little chapter called 
“ Points,’’ where many suggestions are con- 
cisely given. Notwithstanding all this prac- 
ticality, the book is so delightfully written 
and Mr. Roberts’ love for gardening is so ir- 
repressible that every page may be read with 
pleasure by people who can make no prac- 
tical use of it, and whose only gardens are 
upon their book shelves.
